TELLS ABOUT THE TWO CHARTERS. 


Claims That There Was No Fraud in Re- 
* gard to Receiving Mails—The Furniture 
Taken Amounted to Less Than $300. 


The allegations made in the suit for dam- 
ages of the Southern Medical colleg: et al. 
against the Atlanta Dental college has 
stirred up the members of the last named 


They deny in toto all the charges made 
in the petition, and there are intimations 
from some of them that there will be a cat 
of well-d2veloped proportions turned out of 
the bag if much more is said. 

In regard to the securing of charters for 
the Southern Dental college and the Atlanta 
Dental college, Dean William Crenshaw, of 
the Atlanta Dental college, said: 

“It is true, save where it is vharged that 
we did not act in good faith. We, referring 
to the defendants in the suit, more than 
twelve months ago, filed an application for 
charter under the name of the Southern 
Dental college. This was resisted through 
an injunction secured by the Southern Med- 
ical college, and its dental department, on 
the grounds that they were both the South- 
ern Medical college and the Southern Den- 
tal college. But, upon trying the case be- 
fore Judge Clark, the charter, under the 
name of the Southern Dental coilege, was 
granted us. 

‘Pending the litigation over the applica- 
tion for this charter, and fearing delay of 
time, which was valuable to us, we made 
application for another charter under the 
name of Atlanta Dental college, which, in 
due process of law, and time, was issued to 
us, thus giving us two charters. The de- 
cision of Judge Clark on the issuance of the 
charter to the Southern Dental college, was 
questioned by the Southern Medical college, 
and they appealed to the supreme court, 
where the decision of the lower court was 
affirmed. 

“Having received these favorable decis- 
ions there was nothing in our way, and 
we went rapidly to work. Now, in regard 
to the securing of mails by us, I want to say 
that the mail was held up by Postmaster 
J. R. Lewis, until we showed to him th2 
decision of the supreme court, which gave 
to us the right to receive the mail of the 
Southern Dental college. Our intentions 
and expectations are to succeed without 
trying to pull others down, nor zhall such 
methods prevail with us. 

“What about the furnishings and your 
connection with the dental department of 
the Soluthern Medical college?’ 


‘‘Before we applied for ae char- 
ter, those of us who were con- 
nected in any way with the Southern 


Medical college resigned and our resigna- 
tions had been acc:pted. As to the furni- 
ture, there were stored away in the rooms 
of Dr. Thompson three chairs, valued at 
$60 each, and a motor which cost $150, but 
which was thén worth about $75. It is tgue 
that this much we had, But in 'eality we 
were entitled to three-fifths of the para- 
phernalia in the college, since we owned it 
as the fruit of our invested labor.”’

The convention of alliancemen to be held 
at Dublin next Wednesday will decide the 
fete of the Farmers’ Alliance in Geirgia. 

The result will be either the disbanding 
of the order, or of its enthusiastic organi- 
zation upon a sound and lasting basis which 
will insure its lasting success, The situa- 
tion is accepted by the farmers everywhere 
as a critical one, and they fully realize that 
the critical moment in the history of the 
alliance is at hand. 

he coming meeting is viewed with a 
great deal of uneasy apprehension, The 
outlook is somewhat depressing, but there 
are those who believe that the order will 
“pull” through and set upon a firmer basis 
than ever. , 

Everything tends to make the meeting at 
Dublin on Wednesday the decisive hour. 
The interest and membership in the alli- 
ance has been falling away at an alarm- 
ing rate during the past eighteen months, 
and at present nearly all of the enterprises 
of the Georgia State Alliance are in a bad 
way. 

Perhaps the most striking example of this 
can be found in the State Alliance ex- 
change. Alliancemen now agree that this 
has been a failure, and there will be a 
streng effort made to discontinue it if the 
alliance pulls through. According to the 
alliance officials the exchange has never 
paid and is doing so less than ever now. 

It is doing practically no business now, 
but is the source of very great expense. 
The rent for the large warehouse, salaries 
of the employes and the other. expenses in- 
cident tc the conduct of the business, tell 
heavily upon the treasury of the alliance 
and it is now in anything but a plethoric 
condition. 

It is understood that alliancemen who in- 
vested in stock in the exchange have 
found that it is a losing ifvestment. It has 
been in the best of hands during the past 
three or four years, but has failed to flour-

“It is doing no business to speak of,”’ said 
an alliance official yesterday, ‘‘and at the 
meeting neat week I shall certainly be in 
favor of the movement that will be brought 
up to discontinue it. I did not favor its es- 
tablishment at first. I did not take any 
stock in the war that the alliance started 
out to make against the merchants. I be- 
lieved that the root of the evil lay farther 
away than at the door of the local mer- 
chants, and I pelieve so now more strongly 
than ever. 

“You will remember that when the alli- 
ance started out it waged a war upon a 
class of merchants, and boycotts were fre- 
quent. Not a few merchants in the smaller 
towns were driven out of the business on 
account of these boycotts. The farmers 
believed that the most effectual way to con- 
trol prices was through the exchange, and 
alliance lodges all over ‘tthe state contribut- 
ed money to it. 

“For a time it did a rushing business. It 
was run on a scale almost as great as that 
of a wholesale establishment, and for a 
time goods were sold to farmers from all 
Sections of the state. The door delivery 
Was heavy and the shipments were exten- 
sive. But for some reason the patronage of 


the farmers dropped off and now they are 


buying their supplies elsewhere.’’ 

The alliance exchange is owned by the al- 
liance lodges of the state, who were called 
upon to purchase stock when the enter- 
prise was in its inception. The alliancemen 
responded almost unanimously and the en- 
terprise was started off with a great rush. 

The roll of the alliance shows a sad fall- 
ing off in membership and an effort will be 
made at the Dublin meeting to stir up in- 
terest anew in the order and bring the 
backsliders back to the fold. 

The mistake has been made that the alli- 
ance and the third party were one. There 
are many (good democrats in the alli- 
ance, but it is true that the populists did a 
great deal to weaken the alliance, as its 
leaders took up the new idea and lost in- 
terest in the old. The third party failed to 
absorb the alliance, but it gave it a power- 
ful blow. 

A strong effort 1s being made to save 
the alliance at the meeting next- week. 
Alliancemen are being urged to come and 
President Marion C. Butler, of the North 
Carolina Alliance and of the National Al- 
fiance, will speak to the farmers on the 
line that new energy is needed. 

Every effort to keep down internal dis- 
sensions will be made, and if it can be 
done, the meeting will move along harmo. 
niously. The alliance papers everywhere 
are calling upon alliancemen to rally to the 
order and be present in force at Dublin. 
Fhe Living Issues, the organ of the state 
uiliance, had this to say yesterday: 

“Next week the state alliance meets -in 
Dublin. ; 

“It will be the turning point in the order 
to either an upWard tendency or a final 
dissolution. 

“If the organization of the farmers goes 
to pieces all hope for relief from the present 
condition of affairs will go with it. 

“It is only through organized effort that 
the producer can ever hope to better his 
condition. 

“We want to appeal to the delegates to 
do their duty. Don’t let any personal feel- 
ings stand in the way. Don’t let any man 
Stand in the way of the progress and success 
of the alliance organization. Men are but 
chaff—principles everything. 

“It will devolve upon the alliance to say 
whether the order shall live and prosper or 
whether it shall languish and die. 

“If the men who gather at that conven- 
tion will look the question Square in the 
face and decide it like men, as we believe 
they will do, all will be well. The alliance
